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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District  Council  : 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963,  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  population  remained  at  a satisfactory  level 
and  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Food  Poisoning  or  Poliomyelitis  occurred. 

It  is  gratifying  [to  record  that  two  sewerage  schemes  are  in  course  of  construction 
viz  : — at  Pentrecourt  and  Drefach/Velindre.  I trust  that  the  Council  will  now  con- 
tinue this  policy  and  bring  such  a health  necessity  as  well  as  an  amenity  to  as  many 
parts  of  the  rural  area  as  is  practicable. 

Despite  the  exacting  weather  conditions  experienced  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  a fairly  consistent  supply  of  water  to  consumers  was  maintained.  It  is  pleasing 
to  record  that  the  Council  are  well  aware  of  the  need  for  further  augmentation  of  the 
present  water  resources  and  particularly  that  they  view  the  matter  as  one  of  urgency, 
as  in  drought  conditions  serious  hardship  often  exists. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my  staff  and  to  thank 
the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for  the  wholehearted 
manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me.  I also  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and 
their  staff  for  their  continued  support  and  help.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District,  a large  portion  of  which  lies  in  the  beautiful 
Vale  of  Teify,  covers  an  area  of  82,842  acres,  and  extends  from  Cenarth  in  the  eastern 
extremity  to  Llanycrwys  in  the  north-west.  The  district  is  divided  into  eight  Parishes, 
viz.  : Cenarth,  Llangeler,  Llanfihangel-ar-Arth,  Llanllwni,  Llanfihangel  Rhos-y-Corn, 
Llanybyther,  Llanycrwys  and  Pencarreg.  As  expected  in  a rural  area  of  this  nature 
farming  is  the  basic  industry,  Avith  the  emphasis  on  dairy  farming. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- General  for  1963 
is  8,200. 

For  Registration  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following  two  Registration 
Sub-Districts  : — 

Cenarth 

Llanybyther 

The  Rateable  value  of  the  area  is  £118,840,  the  sum  represented  by  a Penny  Rate 
£440  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to  the 
Rate  Book  is  2,940.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

Hospital,  Laboratory  and  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

The  district  is  served  mainly  by  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Carmarthen  and 
Cardigan  Hospital,  with  provision  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  at  the  West  Wales 
Isolation  Hospital,  Upper  Tumble,  Nr.  Llanelly.  Cases  of  mental  disease  receive 
treatment  at  St.  David’s  Hospital,  Carmarthen.  The  nearest  treatment  centre  for 
venereal  diseases  is  at  Llanelly. 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  investigations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  the  Pathological  Department  at  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital, 
Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  and  the  resources  of  these  laboratories  are  always  available 
to  medical  practitioners. 

Ambulance  facilities,  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of  sitting  car  cases  are 
under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  Services  : 

The  area  is  served  by  : 

(a)  Three  District  Nurses  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  with 
District  Nursing  Associations,  viz.  : Llanybyther,  Velindre  and  Newcastle  Emlyn. 

(b)  One  District  Nurse  in  the  direct  employ  of  the  County  Council  at  Pencader. 
The  District  Nurses  also  undertake  the  midwifery  work  in  their  areas. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres  : 

There  are  four  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  area — Brechfa,  Llanybyther, 
Pencader  and  Velindre. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  : 

There  are  no  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  the  area. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  to  1951  : 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act. 

No  order  was  made  by  the  Council  during  the  year  under  the  above  section  which 
as  amended  in  1951  gives  power  to  remove  compulsorily  to  Hospital  or  Part  III 
accommodation  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to 
provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Council’s  Surveyor  reports  as  follows  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1963  with  regard  to  Water  Supply  also  Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

Water  Supply 

No  major  water  schemes  were  carried  out  during  1963,  and  only  a few  small  ex- 
tensions were  executed  viz  : — 

Mackwith  Castle — Parcyllyn,  Llanfihangel-ar-Arth. 

Wern,  Llanybyther. 

Maesisaf,  Pencarreg 

The  Alltwalis  and  Upper  Pencader  augmentation  scheme  was  completed  and 
commenced  to  function  towards  the  summer.  This  augmentation  scheme,  although 
limited  to  a maximum  supply  of  10,000  gallons  per  day  from  Carmarthen  Rural 
District  Council,  certainly  helped  a part  of  the  area  which  hitherto  had  been  a ‘ black 
spot 

Although  the  water  supplies  generally  were  found  to  function  adequately  during 
normal  periods,  they  were  found  to  be  inadequate  during  drought  conditions  or  due  to 
serious  leakages.  It  was  felt  that  the  undertaking  should  have  more  reserve  of  water 
to  cater  for  emergency  conditions  and  it  was  with  this  in  mind  that  a survey  and 
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report  was  made  on  the  need  for  securing  and  harnessing  a further  source  of  supply . 
It  was  found  that  such  a supply  could  be  made  available  from  Ffynon  Nanto  at 
Llanllwni  and  that  gaugings  would  have  to  be  taken  to  ascertain  whether  the  pro- 
vision of  such  a supply  could  best  be  assured  either  by  direct  abstraction  or  by  the 
construction  of  an  impounding  reservoir.  This  suggestion  met  with  the  approval  of 
the  Welsh  Office  who  agreed  to  the  necessary  gaugings  being  carried  out  over  the 
next  18  months  or  so.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  \ a million  gallons  of  water 
can  be  obtained  from  this  source,  which  is  situated  in  an  area  which  can  link  up  with 
most  of  the  existing  Rural  District  Council  water  mains. 

With  the  development  taking  place  in  the  area  in  relation  to  Housing,  Sewerage 
Schemes,  etc.,  it  is  imperative  that  additional  supplies  are  afforded  if  we  are  to  give 
an  adequate  and  constant  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water. 

Further  smaller  augmentation  schemes  were  discussed  during  the  year,  namely 
the  Upper  Penboyr  and  East  Cilrhedyn  Scheme  and  the  Ffynon  Orfa  scheme  at 
Llangeler.  The  first  scheme  is  necessary  to  augment  the  main  Cenarth  scheme  and  to 
afford  a supply  to  the  south-eastern  part  of  the  area,  bordering  on  the  Carmarthen 
Rural  District  Council  boundary. 

The  second  augmentation  scheme  at  Ffynon  Orfa  is  necessary  to  assist  primarily 
the  Rhos  and  Siloh  area  of  Llangeler  and  to  relieve  an  already  over-burdened  supply 
to  Velindre  and  as  far  as  Newcastle  Emlyn. 

The  first  few  months  of  the  year  brought  the  severest  weather  experienced  in  this 
country  for  many  years.  A prolonged  period  of  ice,  snow  and  real  arctic  conditions 
brought  in  its  wake  its  resultant  problems.  Freezing  water  mains,  domestic  connec- 
tions, reservoirs  and  springs,  together  with  burst  mains  which  more  often  than  not 
proved  difficult  to  get  to  because  of  hazardous  road  conditions,  caused  chaos  and  I 
would  again  through  this  report  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by 
my  staff  during  this  very  trying  period. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Two  new  sewerage  schemes  were  under  construction  during  the  year.  The  first  at 
Pentrecourt  is  well  advanced  but  is  not  progressing  as  rapidly  as  one  would  wish. 
The  second  scheme  at  Drefach-Velindre  is  a major  one  and  will  serve  a populated 
area. 

Surveys  have  been  made  of  the  remaining  villages  in  the  Council’s  area  and  it  is 
hoped  to  draw  up  a scheme  of  priorities,  as  far  as  sewering  these  villages  is  concerned 
in  the  very  near  future.

During  the  year  there  was  a low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  rural  area, 
and  it  is  again  pleasing  to  record  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Food  Poisoning  or 
Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

The  dysentery  case  notified  was  of  a boy  aged  13  years.  This  was  an  isolated  case.

PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  operating  in  the  area  of  the  Rural  District. 
The  slaughterhouse  in  question  has  been  modernised  and  brought  up  to  the  required 
standard. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  came  into  force  on  1st  Oct.  1963  and  this 
has  entailed  extra  work  and  responsibilities  on  the  Public  Health  Inspector  who 
undertakes  meat  inspection  duties.  As  from  that  date  all  carcases  must  be  inspected 
and  marked  with  a distinguishing  stamp. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  ensure  the  carcase  of  each  animal  slaughtered 
within  the  district,  for  human  consumption  shall  be  inspected  in  accordance  with  the 
Regulations.
